Group Approves 
SIJ11,606 Budget 


An allotment of $36,000 for salary increases for 150 
employes was part of the 1962 budget of $1,111,606 w hich 
was adopted yesterday by the Delaware River Joint 
Toll Bridge Commission. 
The new budget is $11,000 higher than this year's 
budget of $1,070,575. 
The pay increases will be paid 
to employes on a sliding scale. 
William R. Johnson, act ng exe­ 
cutive director, outlined the in­ 
creases as follows: 
Pay Hikes 
The office help will receive an 
increment of $120 annually; toll 
bridge officers will receive an in­ 
crement of $180; toll sergeants an 
increase of $200, and most main­ 
tenance personnel, $180.' The in­ 
creases go into effect Jan. I, 1962. 
In addition, 
$500 
annual in­ 
creases were awarded to Warren 
E. Long, comptroller, of Morris­ 
ville, and his deputy, Joseph A. 
Donahue. 
This 
brings 
Long's 
salary to $11,550 yearly. 
Before adopting the budget, the 
10-member commission, including 
five from Pennsylvania and five 
from New Jersey, erased an extra 
$35,000 which had been inserted 
in the budget by the commission’s 
budget committee. 
The commission members killed 
this item because the budget failed 
to specify why the $35,000 was 
needed.
